To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 
Mr. Hurd’s attempt in this column to 


Gefend the ruling of Judge Patterson in 
the McCulloch case is, unless I fail to 
understand him, frivolous. 

He says the real fault lies in the fall- 
ure of the statutes to make theft of ref- 
erendum petitions a crime. The law, I 
believe, makes the theft of property of 
If Mr. Hurd intends to 
estate that it is necessary for the law spe- 
cifically to name each and efery article 
the theft of which constitutes a felony, 
then Mr. Hurd statés an absurdity. Who- 
ever heard of a law stating that it is a 
crime to steal the family album, or the 
the kitchen cabinet, or a butterfly col- 
lection? Yet who would deny that it Its 
onlawful to steal them? 

Like many apologists in bad causes, 
however, Mr.-Hurd inadvertently betrays 
the fatuity of his proposition. He advo- 
cates a law making theft of referendum 
petitions a crime. But, referendum pe- 
titions are valuable property, it already 
is a crime to steal them. And, if they 
are not, no legislative act can make them 
so. Thus does confusion confound itself. 

Personal acquaintance, upon which 
Mr. Hurd founds his confidence in the 
Judge, has been denied to many of us, 
hence we may only appraise him by his 
official actions. The McCulloch ruling, 
in view of the facts and circumstances, 
is the best evidence as to the man who 
made it. 

It is unfortunate that that sensitive- 
ness of conscience—that delicacy of 
honor—which Mr. Hurd attributes to 
Judge Patterson, was not sufficient to 
prevent him from sitting in a case _ in 
which his brother represented the ac- 
cused. 

Judge Patterson's own contention, as I 
recall, was that the petitions were not 
property. They were inscribed on blanks 
paid for by the Referendum League; 
they were prepared by the labor and ex- 
pense of the Referendum League; they, 
were stolen by safebreakers from a place 
where they had been. placed by the Ref- 
erendum League for safety; yet they 
were not, in the opinion of the Court,

MR, HARDING ON JUSTICE BRANDEIS. 

Editor A. Rosenthal of the Modern View, a St. Louis 
publication devoted to Jewish interests, lately wrote 
to Candidate Harding asking the basis of his opposi- 
tion to the confirmation by the Senate of Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis’ appointment to the Federal Su- 
preme Court. 

The reply of George B. Christian Jr., secretary to 
Mr. Harding, protests vigorously against any possible 
intimation that the Senator, in his negative vote, 
was influenced by racial prejudice. In the absence 
of any other direct testimony to the contrary, doubt- 
less @ man as long in public life as Mr. Harding is 
to be acquitted of being moved in his vote by so nar- 
row a motive. 

The disavowal of this motive, however, is less in- 
teresting than the consideration assigned by the sec- 
retary as the real reason for the Senator’s stand. Mr. 
Christian writes from Marion: 


Senator Harding was unable to cive a confirma- 
tion vote because of the conviction that his (Mr. 
Brandeis’) extremely radical tendencies did not 
adapt him to a position on the Supreme bench 
of the United States. 


What was there in Mr. Brandeis’ record that would 
lead Mr. Harding to the conviction as to his ‘‘extreme- 
ly radical tendencies’’? Mr. Brandeis had only been 
active in the correction of manifest wrongs perpe- 
trated by great aggregations of capital. He had only 
sought the policies advocated by the Progressives, 
who had been compelled to separate themselves from 
Mr. Harding’s wing of the G. O. P. because of its big 
business affillations and generally unsocial attitude 
and practices.

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PRICE DECLINE THAT. MEANS SOMETHING. 

The price of clothing, of automobiles, of many 
articles of food and clothing and even of undertakers’ 
service has declined in recent days, but perhaps the 
most significant decline of all is that in corn. While 
cash corn is higher and will probably continue higher 
until after the husking, the December and May option 
on corn fell during the past week below $1 a ‘bushel. 
And that is the first time corn has dropped below $1 
since 1917. Corn’s place among the commodities on 
which the index number is figured is a very important 
one. Even more than wheat, it may be considered the 
basic factor in determining the range of many other 
prices. If corn is low, the price of other grains comes 
down, even that of wheat, ynless sustained by ex- 
ceptional conditions. On the price of corn depends 
directly the price, not only of many corn products 
and byproducts, but of meats, hides and other things.
